The money market fo: the past week has 
taken a turn for the better, but the condi- 
tions are far from satisfactory. Money on call 
ranged from 20to 3 per cent., the average 
for the week being about 8 per cent., with 
renewals at7 to12percent. Time money is 
in good demand, with the supply limited, the 
rates being at 12 per cent., 1 per cent for 


commission, for 30 to 90 days, and 12 per 
cont} 1 per cent for commission, for longer 


pe. 

Oommercial paper is in slightly better de- 
mand and a wangnee abundant aud inereesing. 
Rates ar per cent. for 60 to 
days indorsed bilis receivable, 8@12 oon 
cent. for 4 months acceptances, and 8@12 per 
cent.for good single names having 4 to 6 
months to run.

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COTTONSEED OIL OUTLOOK. 

The cottonseed oil year, now ap- 
proaching the close, has been a most 
remarkable one. The outlook at the 
beginning was most unpromising. 
Seed was high—almost unprecedently 
so at the opening of the season—and 
advanced under active competition 
for supplies to figures never before 
reached, while the price of oil was no 
higher than in former years. Many of 
the mills were compelled to sell, and 
suffered a loss, but later, when the 
price of oil advanced, they were able 
to make sales at highly remunerative 
figures, which brought their business 
for the year to a profitable average, 
and some have done even better than 
an average. Later came another 
considerable decline, but the bulk of 
the oil had been sold and but little is 
now held by the mills at the South. 
The principal supplies are believed to 
be held here and at Chicago,and gen- 
erally in hands ableto await a more 
favorable opportunity to sell. 

The situation at present remains 
about the same as it has been for the 
past few weeks, and as it has been 
portrayedin our weekly review of the 
market. The demand is light and 
there is a difference in the views of 
buyers and sellers which prevents 
the consummation of trades, except 
where one party or the other is forced 
to give way by reason of the urgency 
of his position—the seller conceding a 
little to realize or the buyer increasing 
his limit to secure the goods he must 
have. In this way business is drag- 
ging along, although during the past 
few days there has heen an improved 
inquiry for export, which, however, 
is not expected to develop into im- 
portant proportions. Noris the home 
demand expected to show an early in- 
crease owing to the depressed condi- 
tion in all lines of trade, due to the 
peculiar financial situation. 


The outlook for the immediate 
future is not the most promising, al- 
though no important decline is 
thought probable, and the prospects 
for increased demand is not encour- 
aging. Even a moderate increase in 
the demand, however, would tend to 
strengthen the market and probably 
cause an advance, as the supplies are 
light. Most of the oil held by the 
miils at the South is not available on 
the basis of present market values as 
they are confident that by withhold- 
ing it from the market they will real- 
ize a handsome advance later on, and 
some of the stock here is also held 
with the same puropse of awaiting a 
more favorable market. The pros- 
pect of realizing these expectations 
appears to be good, although it is a 
question of how long the holders 
must continue their present attitude. 
On this point there a wide difference 
of opinion.

POSITION OF TARTARIC ACID AND 
CREAM TARTAR. 


The recent tenor of our market re- 
ports on tartaric acid and cream. of 
tartar has amply indicated the tend- 
ency of manufacturers to adjust their 
selling prices 01 a lower level in order 
to conform to the exigencies of com- 
petition and other influences. Al- 
though some of the producers of these 
articles have been quoting below the 
limit of the others for some time 
past, it was not until last week that 
those makers who have been contend- 
ing for steady prices finally concluded 
that the further prolongation of such 
efforts would produce no advanta- 
geous results to themselves and a re- 
vision of their quotations promptly 
followed. As such a move was not 
altogether unexpected, the announce- 
ment occasioned no surplise and but 
very little comment among the trade, 
and the market may now be regarded 
as established on a lower foundation 
without the manifestation of the in- 


terest or commotion which usually 
accompanies such events. While this 
decision of the leading manufactu- 
rers to lower their quotations is not 
supposed to possess any far-reaching 
significance, it is nevertheless appro- 
priate to review some of the principal 
features which have attended the de- 
cline. Manufacturers have not ope- 
rated in unison at all times during 
the current season in the matter of 
prices, especially on tartaric acid, and 
to this fact, probably, more than any 
other, may be ascribed the recent de- 
termination of those who have here- 
tofore sought to uphold values, to 
meet the prevailing competition in 
the market. 

Although the reduction alluded to 
is comparatively slight, it has had 
the effect of placing producers more 
ona uniform selling basis than they 
have been, and in the item of cream 
tartar the revised figures fully meet 
the quotations at which second hands 
have lately been doing business, 

Another motive for the action just 
taken may be found in the light de- 
mand which the manufacturers of 
these articles have been experiencing 
during the present season, the depres- 
gion thus exerted finding expression 
in an inclination to invite orders on 
as narrow @ margin as competition 
may make necessary. 

The stocks held by outside spec- 
ulators have also been a menace to 
the stability of the market. as the ne- 
cessities of this class are presumed to 
have obliged them to turn over their 
goods at low and irregular prices in 
order to realize ready means for the 
ordinary purposes of their business. 
They bought in anticipation of a 
prosperous season which did not 
materialize, and finding themselves 
confronted by a virtual stagnation in 
the demand, these intermediate 
sellers adopted the plan of cutting 
prices In hopes of unloading. Their 
contracts enabled them to quote low, 
and it was only after a long siege of 
this character that the manufacturers 
decided to follow in the downward 
path, it having previously been their 
apparent policy to let the market 
take care of itself. 

One effect of the new departure has 
already been felt in the decrease of 
competition from second hands in the 
distribution of cream tartar, and 
while it is, of course, impossible to 
predict with accuracy what the future 
of tartaric acid will be, it is deemed 
probable that manufacturers’ prices 
will remain steadv, especially as a 
good consuming inquiry is expected 
to develop in August and September. 
In reference to the ability of spec- 
ulators or outside holders to further 
depress or disturb the market, the 
leading producers do not seem to en- 
tertain apprehensions. 


ADVANCE IN CITRIC ACID. 


Manufacturers’ prices for citric acid 
have been stationary for so long a 
period that the announcement of a 
change in quotations since the last 
issue of the Reporter is a novelty 
that merits recognition in these col- 
umns, It has been fully eight months 
since we have been called upon to 
note a change in values, and the ad- 
dition of one cent per pound to the 
former price of the article, although 
slight, implies a degree of strength 
which the average tradesman did not 
suspect it to possess. It is a fact that, 
so far as the manufacturers are con- 
cerned, it has been expected that a 
rise in market values would have 
taken place Bome time ago and but 
for the dilatory consuming demand 
which has been experienced this sea- 
son, it is probable that a revision of 
the quotations would have been made 
before now. 

The remarkably cool weather that 
characterized the early months of the 


year militated seriously against the 
trade in citric acid, but with the ad- 
vent of the present hot season, the 
eonditions seemed inviting to inaugu- 
rate a change in prices. 

The immediate reason for the ad- 
vance is found in the fact that during 
the week the movement in the London 
market was decidedly energetic,cables 
on Thursday advising that values there 
had gone up from one shilling five and 
three-quarter pence to one shilling six 
and three-quarter ‘pence. Upon re- 
ceipt of this information our market 
responded by advancing one cent over 
former figures, 

Just what causes influenced the 
English producers in their action, it 
is impossible, in the absence of defi- 
nite news, to explain satisfactorily, 
but is surmised that their decision 
was prompted by the higher cost of 
the crude material in the primary 
markets,

JUNE PETROLEUM STATISTICS, 


The pipe line statements giving the 
runs and deliveries during the month 
of June, and the stocks in their pos- 
session at the close of the month, 
complete the statistics for the first 
half of the current year and gives op- 
portunity for interesting comparisons 
with preceding periods. The state- 
ments make a somewhat more bullish 
exhibit than was looked for, the de- 
erease in stocks having been even 
larger in June than in May and the 
deliveries, which during the first 
time in the history of the petrolenm 
industry reached 3,000,000 barrels 
during May, were exceeded dur- 
ing June. The runs, however, also 
showed an increase, although that 
was expected. The strength of the 
statistical situation as shown by these 
reports would naturally be expected 
to have a decided influence on the 
speculative market for certificates 
but for the fact that speculative 
trading is, and has for a long time 
been, at so low an ebb that what 
would ordinarily influence prices 
passes without causing a ripple on 
the market. It must, however, exert 
an influence, more or less potent, on 
the petroleum trade, and is of more 
than passing interest. 

The receipts by the pipe lines dur- 
ing the month of June aggregated 
2,644,052 barrels, which is an increase 
of 25,363 barrels. The average daily 
runs during June were 88,135 barrels, 
while those during May were 84,473 
barrels, the apparent discrepancy be- 
ing due to the difference in,the length 
of the two months. The average 
daily runs for the past six months 
are still nearly 6,000 barrels less than 
the average during 1892. The deliv- 
eries during June reached the enor- 
mous total of 3,072,666 barrels, and 
exceeded those during May by 8,956 
barrels. When the three millions 
barrel mark was reached in May it 
was regarded as a phenomenal devel- 
opment of the growth of consump- 
tion which whuld not be permanent, 
but the returns for June indicate that 
it was nota mere spurt, and that it 
was due to a healthy, steady growth 
of the world’s requirements which 
has probably not yet reached its 
maximum. The average monthly 
deliveries of the first six months of 
the present year were 2,857,784 bar- 
rels, which exceeds the average of 
the twelve months of 1892 by over 
461,000 barrels. This shows the ex- 


traordinary growth of the con- 
sumption during the past six 
months. The total stocks held 


by the pipe lines at the close of 
the month was 15,571,075 barrels, 
which shows a decrease during the 
month of 461,584 barrels, and brings 
the stocks to a lower point,than they 
have been since the close of 1891, The 
decrease since the beginning of the 
present year amounts to 1,824,314 bar- 
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rels, or an average monthly shrink- 
age of stocks of 304,052 barrels. The 
decrease began in October of last year, 
since which time it has been unin- 
terrupted and now amounts to a total 


of 3,273,862 barrels.

PARIS GREEN IN CRUDE RRUGS. 


In the Rerorter of the 26th ultimo 
we gave an account of a fire which 
occurred at Nos. 4 and 6 Gold street, 
It was 
currently reported among the trade 
at the time that certain crude drugs 
belonging to O. H. Dietz & Oo. and 
Stallman & Fulton had been dam- 
aged by a mixture of Paris green and 
water during the progress of the fire, 
and in view of the importance of the 
matter a representative of the Rrepor- 
TER Called on those houses for definite 
information. Mr. O. H, Dietz said in 
substance that the goods in question 
belonging to his firm had been dam- 
aged by Paris green and wa’er and 
that he intended tosurrender them to 
the underwriters and would see that 
they were destroyed. Mr. Fulton said 
that his firm had a few articles in the 
cellar of the building, but he did not 
think that they had been injured. On 
account of the gravity of this infor- 
mation the Reporter at once suggest- 
ed that the Board of Health should 
cause an examination to be made, 
in the interest of the public as well as 
the proprietors of the goods, in order 
that such of the articles as should be 
found to contain Paris green, might 
be destroyed or that proper steps 
could be taken to prevent the Board 
of Underwriters from allowing them

to enter the market again. 


We are pleased to announce that 
after an investigation. made at our 
suggestion, by authority of the Board 
of Health, they report that no trace of 
Paris green was discovered in the 


goods in question. 


We are informed by Dr. Edward 
W. Martin, chief chemist of the 
Health Department and his assistant, 


Mr. Ernst J. Lederle, that acting un- 
der instructions from the Health 
Oommissioner, they visited the prem- 
ises and made a careful examination 
to determine whether the Paris green 
in the building had actually reached 
the goods of Dietz & Oo., and they 
report that none had penetrated to 


the floors occupied by them. In ore 


der to leave no doubt on this point, 
these officials took samples from each 
package of merchandise belonging to 
the firm as well as a sample of the 
soil from the cellar of their store and 
after subjecting them to a chemicai 
analysis and test they say that no 
evidence of Paris green was found, 

After satisfying themselves that the 
goods had not been injured in the 
manner alluded to, the authorities 
gave permission for the sale of the 
articles as, in their opinion, the trade 
may be assured of safety from Paris 
green in buying them.

DYES AND DYESTUFFS FOR THE 
FISCAL YEAR. 

The general market for dyes and 
dyestuffs during the past fiscal year, 
while comparing favorably with that 
of former years, has not been marked 
by any new or distinctive features, 
but the feeling has been sufficiently 
strong to keep alive speculative in- 
terest and for the furtherance of bus- 
iness enterprise. There have been 
many fluctuations in values during 
this period, more especially during 
the latter part of the year, yet the 
general tone of the market as a whole 
has been firm, and the year’s business 
productive of good results. In re- 
viewing this department we shall 
touch but briefly on those articles 
which have received the most atten 
tion, referring our readers to the 
weekly market reports in the last two 
volumes of the Reporter for more de- 
tailed information. 

There has been no change in either 
the supply or demand for aniline col- 
ors that differs materially from other 
years. The season under review 
opened auspicously and goods moved 
freely into consumption, but as the 
year advanced the fiuctuations in the 
raw material abroad influenced its 
products to a degree, and as a natu- 
ral consequence they became some- 
what depressed. The consummation 
of the consolidation of the coal tar in- 
terests abroad in December last, how- 
ever, had a salutary effect and prices 
again rose, acd since that time an 
evenness of values with general firm: 
ness of tone have been the features of 
this market. 


The logwood market for the past 
year has been largely in favor of the 
buyer. At the opening of the year 
prices were ranging at thirty dollars 
per ton for the best grades. This 
price, with one or two exceptions, was 
maintained until the opening of the 
calendar year when a dearth of sup- 
plies caused the values for wood to 
advance to thirty-three dollars. In 
May the question of supply and de- 
mand became so complicated, by 
reason of scarcity of spot wood, that 
importers, in order to divert supplies 
from continental ports where better 
prices were ruling, caused an advance 
to be made in prices and since then 
the quotations have rested on a basis 
of forty dollars. The general appear- 
ance warrants a firmer feeling, al- 
though no immediate advance is 
looked for. 

The year that has just closed has 
been one of the best that the market 
in gambier has ever known. The year 
did not open well, for in July the 
lowest point in prices was reached, 
namely, four and five-sixteenths cents. 
September, however, witnessed a bet- 
ter feeling and with it the price rose 
to five and one-half cents, the highest 
point attained in 1892, at which price 
aready market was reported. The 
earlier portion of the present calen- 
dar year witnessed a strong market 
for gambier, but under an accumula- 
tion of stocks, which occurred during 
the months of March and April, prices 
began to 1:ecede and continued to fol 
low a downward tendency until at the 
close of the fiscal year four and three- 
eighths cents was called the basis of 
the market. It is significant, how- 
ever, notwithstanding the low prices 
that have prevailed, that some six 
millions more pounds have been im- 
ported into this country during the 
past year than in the corresponding 
one of 1892. 

The available stocks of divi divi in 
this market have been small, but at 


all times sufficient to meet require- 
ments. The consumption in this 
country is maiply limited to certain 
industries, and as the German mar- 
ket affords a better outlet for supplies 
the bulk of this article has been 
shipped there to be consumed in tan- 
neries. The few lots that have been 
sent here have in many cases been re- 
shipments from London, where the 
prices during the past year were 
somewhat irregular. 

Outch was in good demand during 
the first six months of the year and 
values were much higher than in the 
latter portion, resting as they were 
on a basis of five and one-half to six 
and one-half cents, and even seven 
cents was reached in the latter part 
of July, the highest point touched in 
the year. The concentration of sup- 
plies at this port, coupled with the 
unsatisfactory condition of trade in 
general, resulted in the closing 
months of the year in rendering this 
market dull and inactive at prices not 
exceeding five cents for spot goods. 

The other articles of interest in this 
line have been in good demand and 
have all been steady. Prussiate of 
potash has done as well as at any pre- 
vious period, Sumac has ruled very 
steadily throughout the year, but ow- 
ing to unfavorable reports concerning 
the new crop prices were materially 
advanced about a monthago. Potato 
and other starches were in limited 
supply at the opening of the year,but 
the closing two months of 1892 were 
distinguished by heavy imports and 
since that time the market has shown 
reawakening signs of activity. The 
unfavorable situation in most of the 
articles at the close of the year was 
attributed not only to the general 
quietness expected at that season,but 
also to the unsatisfactory financial 


condition and the agitation of tariff 


revision, either of these causes being 
sufficient to temporarily disarrange 
business.

The Naval Stores Situation. 


Savanna, July 10, 1893. 
Editor, O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTEB: 


Referring to your article in your 
last issue on ‘‘The Naval Stores Situ- 
ation’ and your request that we ex- 

ress our views regarding the market 

or pale rosins, we beg to hand you 
herewith a comparative statement of 
values for the past five years, and also 
a comparative statement of the stock 
of rosin in Savannah July 10th forthe 
past six years. These figures are 
taken from the books of the Savannah 
Board of Trade, They show ata 
glance that while the average value 
of W. W. rosin on July 10th for a pre- 
vious period of flve years was $2 83, 
the market here to-day is quoted at 
$4; while the extraordinary anomaly 
exists that the stock of rosin here in 
Savannah July 10th for the previous 
five years was less than 60,000 barrels 
and the stock on hand here to-day is 
123,956 barrels. This condition of 
affairs, as is well known to all in the 
trade, is entirely due to a bull spec- 
ulative movement which was probably 
based on a mistaken idea of the size 
of the crop and utter ignorance of 
trade conditions; the result is that 
the surplug stock of 60,000 barrels or

nipulating the market. here ig an 
utter absence of demand in this coun- 
try; the soap industry it is well 
known is completely paralyzed, and 
most consumers, both large and 
small, have still on hand a lar 
quantity of last year’s crop. The 
crop of last year was excessive and 
many thousands of barrels were car- 
ried over and are still held unsold by 
large dealers and exporters. There 
is therefore no prospect of this enor- 
mous glut being unloaded in this 
country, and the only hope of the 
manipulators must rest in the Eng- 
lish buyers; these are well supplied, 
however, with stoeks carried over 
and with a number of cargoes now 
floating. Receipts continue very 
heavy. The weather has been unusu- 
a'ly favorable for making a fine arti- 
cle, and high prices stimulate pro-. 
ducers to improve qualities, thereby 
considerably increasing the volume 
produced; so it is doubtful ifthe 
Georgia crop is much if any short 
while the product of Alabama an 
Mississippi is largely increased, and 
several shipments have already been 
made to England from New Orleans 
with more to follow. This is the first 
instance of rosin being exported from 
that point, but these pale grades have 
been forced to a foreign market by 
the impossibility of marketing them 
at home. Nothing but continued 
buying on the part of the manipula- 
tors can sustain present values.

In the Rerorter of June 26 is an 
article on the late Samuel M. Kier. 
It begins by stating that it is a his 
torical fact that Drake visited Taren- 
tum to learn how to drill salt welis 
before he commenced to bore oa Oil 
Creek.

O. Ferris,who had already estabiished 
@ successful commerce in “carbon 
oil’* (refined petroleum), had offered a

uced the effort to be made to obtain 
it on Oil Oreek. It does not state 
that A. O. Ferris already had a writ- 
ten contract for 3,000 barrels of oil 

r annum from the well of Irwin & 

eterson at Tarentum, made in 1857, 
nor that he had succeeded in refining 
the oil and already had a commerce 
in it that had successfully introduced 
it (with a lamp and chimney) from 
Maine to Georgia. And the first ap- 
paratus for its refining has already 
ap in an engrav ng. published 
in the Reporter, That Mr. Kier bottled 
it for use for medicinal purposes is 
true, and that he distilled it to sep. 
arate water and residuum from it in a 
one barrel still to purify it for bot- 
tling is also true, and that he tried 
vainly tosell it for illuminating pur- 
poses in a camphene and also in a 
lard oil lamp is equally true,after sim- 
ple distillation as any one now knows 
who knows anything of the apparatus 
and chemistry of refining at the 
present time. And after purchasing 
some of Mr. Kier'‘s distillate of blue 
oil, as correspondence in my letter 
book now shows, I sent Mr. Oharles 
B. Holmes to him in Pittsburg with 
letters as to his skillin refining, and 
Mr. Kier paid Mr. Holmes the sum 
of $500 to teach him the art of petro- 
leum refining of which fact I have 
Mr. Holmes certifled written state- 


ment. 

Mr. Kier did what had been done 
many times beforein Europe as his- 
tory proves, and like earlier ex- 
perimentors failed to succeed be- 
cause he nor they could refine 
the distillate. As to the small 
supply of oil to be obtained at 
Tarentum Mr. Kier had two salt 
wells which passes him about two 
barrels of oil per day. Mr. Peterson,

is not used. 

James Kier in 1806 brought out an 
improvement on Dundonald's process 
this consisted in mixing oxide of lead 
with muriate of soda and with alkali 
and then passing in carbonic acid, 


but even this improvement was not 


sufficient to make the process a suc- 
cess. 

Two tg later, 1808, Edward Noble 
devised a process which can appar- 
ently only be used for making white 


lead on a small scale, for it consists 
in places pieces of lead in vessels 


which communicate only by smallap- 
ertures with the atmosphere, in this 
vessel the lead is immersed either in 


weak acetic acid or in a solution of 


acetate of lead, then a current of car- 
bonic acid gas is passed in, or instead 
of metallic lead litharge mixed with 
acetic acid is used. 

John Sadler, tempo 1821, works on 


another principle, of which he appears 


to be the first user, that of treating a 
solution of subacetate of lead with 
carbonic acid gas, his idea was a very 
crude one, so far as can be judged 
now, merely consisting in placing a 
solution of subacetate of lead in a 
vessel and agitating it with carbonic 
acid gas, the precipitated white lead 
being separated by decantation or 
filtration as may be most convenient. 
The principle he first applied has since 
been followed by many others with 
more or less success. in France it is 


known as Thenard’s process, and was 


worked for some time at Clichy, Cor 
applied it in his process as we shall 
see later on. 

In 1833 there was patented by Tor- 
assa, who obtained his information 


from Emanuel Montebruno, a very 


curious process of making white lead, 
the only good point about which was 
that it brought in fees to the patent 


office. This process consists in taking 
lead cast into the form of small shot 


and placing these in a shallow tray 
with water and rolling them back 
wards and forwards, whereby they 
are converted into a fine powder, this 
is then exposed to the atmosphere 
and the carbonic acid in the latter 
converts it into white lead, the ad- 
vantage of the process being said to 
be that the lead is made without the 
aid of heat, vinegar, acetic acid. It 
can readily be imagined by those en- 
gaged in the practical manufacture of 
white lead that such a process must 
be a slow one, if it had been invented 
at the end instead of in the middle of 
the nineteenth century we should 
have had a limited company floated 
to work it, when probably the first re- 
port of the directors would be to the 
effect that they had not succeeded in 
their efforts to adopt the process and 
therefore in the interests of the share- 
holders they had started preparing 
white lead by the old method. 
William Gossage of soap fame also 
turned his attention to white lead 
mening ond in conjunction with Ed- 
ward White Benson brought out in 
1836 a process for making white lead 
which consists in making a paste of 
litharge, water and acetic acid so 
that a kind of basic acetate of lead is 
formed then enpoeing this mixture 
to the action of carbonic acid until 
the white lead was formed, The main 
fault of this process was that it gen- 
eee | gave the carbonate of lead in- 
ste of the basic carbonate and 
therefore the finished product was 


wanting in covering power and had a 


crystalline structure, any way but 
little white lead was made by it,since 
Gossage’s time many other attempts 
have been made to prepare white 
lead by forming a paste of litharge 
and acetic acid and such processes 
will be found described in the text 
books as the Kremnitz process the 
credit of its introduction being there- 
fore given to Germany instead of to 
an English chemist. 

John Hemming, in 1836, was the 
first to devise a process of preparing 
white lead by precipitating solutions 
of lead salts by means of alkaline car- 
bonates, his description of his pro- 
cess reads curiously and he goes a 
long way round for a’short way there, 
he takes nitrate of soda and potash 
and distils them with sulphuric acid 
whereby nitric acid is obtained to- 
gether with sulphate of soda, this he 
now heats with coal and so converts 
it into the carbonate, the ordinary 
Leblanc process. Litharge is dis- 
solved in the nitric acid and so aso- 
lution of nitrate of lead is obtained 
and to this is added a solution of the 
carbonate of soda prepared as above 
described the result being that a pre- 
cipitate of carbonate of lead is formed 
this when dried constituted white 
lead. This principle of making white 
lead here first used has been tried 
by many inventors during the last 
fifty years with very varying success, 
the most successful being Oondy 
whose process will be dealt with later 
on. Theoretically one would expect 
that when a solution of carbonate of 
soda was added to one of lead nitrate 


that a precipitate of the normal car-. 


bonate of lead would be formed which 
for reasons already pointed out is not 


suitable for white lead, but such is. 
not formed, but a more or less basic: 


carbonate of lead, the basicity, how- 
ever, of which varies very much, 
being apparently dependent on the 
strength of the solutions used, the 
temperature and some other factors 
which are not thoroughly understood 
and yet upon which depends the 
seoret of success in making white 
lead by this method. 

Sewell, in 1837, takes melted lead 
and passes a current of air 
and carbonic acid gas over it 
when it partly becomes oxidized 
and partly carbonated. The pro- 
duct is now mixed with water 
and acetic acid and the carbonic acid 
passed into the mixture. Maughan 
mixes the oxide and chloride of lead 
together into a thin cream with water, 
and then passes carbonic acid into 
the mixture, but it is obvious that the 
results will not be satisfactory. 

Button and Dyar, in 1837, described 
@ process which differs from some of 
the others only in the substitution of 
nitrate of lead for acetate of lead in: 


preparing the solution of litharge,. 


the latter only being precipitated by 
the carbonic acid, while the former is. 
used over and over again. 

Watt and Tebbutt, in 1838, prepare 
white lead frcm various salts of lead, 
the sulphate, nitrate, etc., by acting 
onthem with carbonate of soda or 
some ether alkali. Like a good many 
other patents taken out previously 
and since, it is lacking in details, and 
the statements it contains are very 
general in their character. 

Woolrich takes metallic lead and 
while in a molten condition passes it 
through a metal sieve whereby it is 
made into a granulated form; this is 
then treated with a solution of ace- 
tate of lead, when a basic acetate is 
formed, or a solution of the lead may 
be obtained by other methods. In

gas is passed through the solution, 
when a precipitate of a more or less 
basic carbonate of lead is obtained 
which, when dried, can be used as 
white lead. The fault of the process 
is that which is common to a good 
many of these processes, tliat the 
composition cannot be depended on. 

A process which was used in Lon- 
don for many years, if indeed it is not 
now in use, was invented by Dr. Hor- 
ace Cory and patented by him in 
1838. The white lead made by it has 
@ good reputation among painters as 
being one of good quality. Dr. Oory 
bases his process on the precipitation 
of basic acetate of lead solution by 
means of carbonic acid gas, but he 
recognizes that for successful work 
there are certain conditions to be ful- 
filled which will vary according to 
circumstances. He devised a special 
and rather ingenious form of plant in 
which to carry out the process. The 
plant used takes the form of a cham- 
per, divided by a number of vertical 
partitions into a series of compart- 
ments alternately communicating 
with one another at top and bottom; 
above this chamber is a tank having 
a perforated bottom so that any lig- 
uor in it must run into the chamber 
below in the form of a fine shower or 
rain; this liquor drops into a tank 
which practically forms the bottom 
ofthe chamber. There is sent into 
the chamber a current of carbonic 
acid gas which, owing to the peculiar 
construction of the chamber, must 
pass through it in a somewhat circu- 
itous manner. A solution of basic 
acetate of lead made in the ordinary 
manner flows from the tank, and com- 
ing in contact with the carbonic 
acid gas, the oxide of lead dissolved 
in itis converted into carbonate or 
white lead which falls down to the 
bottom into the tank and from thence 
into a Jeceiving tank where it is col- 
jected and finished in the usual way 
the solution of normal acetate of lead 
which is formed at the same time is 
used over again. We have in this 
patent aparticular form of plant to 
be used described for the first time 
which is bound to be very efficient in 
practice, still there are details not 
mentioned in the patent specification 
such as strength of solutions which 
are used, etc. Its defects are that 
there will always be a liability for the 
normal carbonate instead of the basic 
carbonate being formed, although by 
careful attention to details in carry- 
ing out these details may be min- 
imized. 

John Leigh, in 1839, makes use of 
the acid carbonate of ammonia in the 
state of solution, this he adds to a so- 
lution of a lead salt, but it should be 
obvious that to add an acid carbon- 
ate is not the right principle to work 
on to prepare a basic compound of 


ead. 

Fiude, in the same year, took outa 
patent which covered the preparation 
of white lead by two processes, one of 
which is decidedly ingenious, if not 
over practical, although it has a 
strong family resembiance to the 
method adopted in making sublimed 
white lead. One of these methods 
was to heat by means of steam a go- 
lution of acetate of lead with litharge, 
atthe same time a current of cor- 
bonic acid gas was passed in, the re- 
sult being that carbonate of lime was 
precipitated in a more or less basic 
condition. The second process con- 
sisted in subjecting melted lead to a 
powerful blast of air, whereby it was 
more or less oxidized and sublimed, 
and then bringing this sublimed pro- 
duct in the form of fume in contact 


with carbonic acid gas, the result 
being that white lead was formed. 
Fludes processes were never used on 
the large scale, 

Hugh Lee Pattinson was a well 
knowa lead smelter and the inventor 
of Pattinson’s process for desilveriz- 
ing lead, like a good many other per- 
sons practically engaged in lead 
working, he turned his attention to 
white lead making, and devised sev- 
eral methods of making white lead.

Among other things, Pattin- 
son devised a process for making the 
ordinary carbonate white lead. ‘This 
consisted essentially in treating chlor- 
ide of lead with carbonate of lime, 
the two bodies being mixed in proper 
chemical equivalent and ground to- 
gether with water, after the lapse of 
some days, @ double decomposition 
set in resulting in the formation of 
chloride of lime and carbonate of 
lead, which latter body was collected 
and sold for white lead. The process 
had practically no life, although a 
little might have been made by its 
means. 

A very curious but obviously im- 
practicable process was described by 
John Mullins in his patent taken out 
ic 1842, Jars were taken and in these 
were suspended sponges which were 
connected bya capillary string with 
vessels placed over the jars contain- 
ing a solution of basic acetate of 
lead, the sponges, therefore, were 
kept continually moist with this so- 
lution, a current of carbonic acid gas 
was sent into the jars when it formed 
white lead with the lead actate on the 
sponges, only how the white lead was 
to be separated from the sponges,and 
how this method could be ap- 
pled to the manufacture of large 
quantities of white lead the 
necessities of modern times require 
should be made. A more practicable 
method is described in the same pat- 
ent consisting in exposing lead oxide 
placed on trays in a chamber to the 
joint action of acetate acid vapor, 
steam and carbonic acid gas, but even 
this had no practical result. 

Some years later, 1847, Lothman 
has an idea that he might utilize the 
vapors of carbonic acid, etc., which 
arise or are given off in the process of 
brewing, 80 thnatif his proposal had 
been brought to a practical issue we 
should have seen a white lead works 
connected with ever brewery just as 
formerly there used to be attached to 
every vineyard a factory for making 
verdigris, Lothman provides an air- 
tight chamber in which he suspends 
sheets of lead and which also he heats 
to from 72° to 96° F., he is evidently 
not particular about its heat, and on 
the floor of this chamber he places a 
pan containing some fermenting liq- 
uor, when the fermentation has ceas- 
ed, a current of vinegar or the vapor 
ot it is sent into the chamber to assist 
in the conversion of the lead into 
white lead, the carbonic acid gas 
which is given off trom the ferment 
ing material supplying that necessary 
Cunstituent. Practically the same 
thing was repatented two years after. 

We have already noticed a patent of 
Wm. Gossage’s relating to this subject

Peter Spence of alum fame, accord- 
ing to his patent of 1865, takes oxide 
of lead or carbodate of lead or bodies 
containing these compounds and 
boils them with caustic soda whereby 
he dissolves them, through the solu- 
tion so obtained he passes carbonic 
acid gas or adds the acid carbonates 
of ammonia or soda _ whereby he gets 
a precipitate of white lead whichis 
collected and finished in the usual 
way. Spence’s lead was never placed 
on the market so that the process 
could not have been found a very 
practical one. 

Delafield dissolves a cwt. of lead 
oxide in nitric acid and then addsa 
solution of 70 lbs. carbonate of potash 
using hot solutions or passing steam 
into the mixture which aids in the 
production of the white lead. As it is 
doubtful whether anything but the 
normal carbonate would be precipi 
tated under these conditions.

gas sent in, this in its turn decom- 
poses the subacetate of lead and forms 
the basic carbonate of lead, after a 
time the carbonic acid gas in its turn 
is shut off and steam and air allowed 
to go in, then acetate acid vapors, 
then carbonic acid, this alteration of 
various gases being continued until 
all the lead was converted into white 
lead. It will be found in the sequel 
that this process has been patented 
and repatented over and over again. 
Good white lead can be made by it in 
a shorter time than is required by the 
Dutch process, and it is believed the 
process was worked for some time on 
a large scale, but it is now obsolete, 
A rather novel process is that of 
Messrs. Brown and Young, which 
consists in taking nitrate of lead and 
passing carbonic acid through solu- 
tions of it to saturation, there is then 
added caustic soda which will throw 
down a combined precipitate of car- 
bonate and hydroxide of lead, this 
precipitate is then digested with 
quick lime and then finished in the 
usual way. This, it is obvious, will 
not give a pure white lead, the appa- 
rent object of the last operation is to 
cause the formation of hydroxide of 
lead in the mazes so as to insure that 
the finished product wili have suffi- 
cient basicity, but there will be 
formed at the same time carbonate

White Lead.—The midsummer quiet 
appears to have settled down upon 
the market, and the volume of busi- 
ness is just about what might be ex- 
pected at this,the dullest period of 
the yeur.The combination and the in- 
dependents maintain, nominally,their 
respective schedules, and just as long 
as there is no new orders to be ca- 
tered for these will be solemnly ob- 
served, 

Dry Colors.—Not much business is 
reported. Quietude seems to be the 
vs feature in almost every 

ine, even including Paris green,

which seems to have exterminated 
the progenitors of the bug family, 
leaving their progeny helpless and 
hopeless against the operation of nat- 
ural causes. 

Mixed Paints.—Business is of the 
same character as for the past fort- 
night. Outside of a few hand-to- 
mouth jobbing orders, trade is quiet, 
and will continue semi-stagnant un- 
til its revival with the advent of the 
fall’s orders. 

Window Glass.—There is practically 
no change in either the situation or 
the outlook since the date of the last 
writing.

Manufacture of Potash, Soda and Mag- 
nesia from Kainit. 


In Le Genie Civil, M. D. Lidersky 
describes the new process adopted by 
the Buckau Chemical Company, of 
Madgeburg, for producing pure pot- 
ash, soda, and magnesia from the 
kainit deposits of Stassforth, Ger- 
many. Most of this kainit is sold as 
manure, and only a very little has 
been employed in the manufacture of 
potash, partly because so many use- 
less by-products were found, and 
nartly because it was difficult to ob 
tiin a pure potash with the Leblanc 
process, which was the only one em- 
ployed. The new process uses up all 








~ 


the by products, and besides potash 
it produces soda, calcined magnesia, 
crystallized sulphate of lime, hydro- 


cnloric acid and sulphuric acid. The 
average composition of the kainit 
used is MgSO, 16-18 per cent.; K,SO, 
24-24 per cent.; NaOl 30-34 per cent. 
These salts are first converted uni- 
formly into sulphate, by treatment 
with sulphuric acid. The hydro- 
chloric acid produced is condensed. 
Ooncentrated milk of lime is then 
added to the boiling solution of sul- 
phates to decompose the magnesium 
sulphate. The lime dissolves, but 
when left at rest for some days after 
slow cooling the sulphate of lime sep- 
parates out as a heavy crystalline 
powder, covered with a lighter de- 
posit of magnesia. The solution is 
thep removed, and the magnesia and 
sulphate of lime washed, separated, 
and collected in a filter press. The 
solution is then treated for the separ- 
ation of the potassium and sodium 
salts. Barium sulphide is added with 
the resulting production of insoluble 
barium sulphate and solutions of the 
alkaline sulphides, The solution is 
boiied down to a strength of 20° B., 
and subjected to the action of pure 
earbonic acid gas obtained from the 
decomposition of alkali bicarbonates. 
The sulphides are decomposed, sul- 
phuretted hydrogen is evolved, and 
bicarbonate of soda and _ potash 
formed. The sulphuretted hydrogen 
is burned and converted into sul- 
huric acid. The bicarbonate of soda 
3 almost insoluble in the cold solu- 
tion, and ig separated by filtration. 
The potassium bicarbonate is ob- 
tained by boiling down the filtered 
liquid. The bicarbonates are calcined 
into neutral carbonates, and the car- 
bonic acid gas driven off is employed 
in the decomposition of the alkaline 
sulphides.

In nearly all respects the oil mar- 
ket remains in the same position as 
that which it occupied when last we 
wrote. In no line is there any ep: 
pearance of activity, though consid- 
ering all the drawbacks with which it 
has contended, trade is very fair. 
Few changes in prices have occurred 
during the period under review, and 
the general tone of the market indi- 
cates steadiness. 


Vegetable Olis. 


Linseed.—The market here has 
ruled steady during the week under 
review. This, however, cannot be 
said of the Boston market, which has 
been more or less unsettled by the 
free offerings by outside crushers in 
the West, who are reported as sellin 
car lots at 48c. The reason assigned 
for these low sales is the stringency 
of the money market and the need of 
ready cash. The price here remains 
8 y at 50c, though it is reposted 
that crushers and agents are lenient 
in their deliveries upon old contracts. 
Agents for outside mills and specula- 
tive lots are seeking orders at 47@48c 
as to quantity. 


Cottonseed.—_With the advance in 
tallow and other kinared greases, to- 
gether with the freer buying on the 
part of exporters, it was expected that 

rices would take an upward turn. 

hese expectatiuns, however, have 
been disappointed. The market closes 
with the same dull features which 
have characterized it of late. Early 
in the week about 850 bbls of choice 
yellow oil was taken for Trieste and 
other Mediterranean pores at prices 
ranging from 42@43c. It is doubtful if 
better than these figures could be 
done on further orders, should they 
come to hand from that quarter for 
this class of oil, The taking of these 
lots for export was rather a surprise 
to many in the trade as it was be- 
lieved that there was already a sur- 
plus of oil at these ports. For 
several days past cables and letters 
have been received from correspon- 
dents abroad reporting that agents of 
leading companies were unloading 
choice brands of oil at low figures, 
and at the same time they were pick- 
ing up here any cheap lots that might 
be offered so as not to interfere with 
their operations abroad. As these 
reports are denied here by the agents, 
we give them for what they are worth. 
Prime crude is nominally quoted at 
36@37c, with sales reported of 100 bbls 
at 35c, subject to buyers’ approval of 
sample. further offer on same 
terms was declined for 500 bbls more, 
the buyer declining to shade 36c. Off 
crude is slow of sale, though several 
small sales have been made at prices 
ranging from 36 to 34c, ac- 
cording to quality. For a choice 
white oil for export they are 
holding firm at 50@51c, though there 
are makes of prime white oil quoted 
at 48c. For choice butter oil there is 
rather more inquiry, but as sellers 
decline to shade 45c, while exporters’ 
views are, in the neighborhood 
of 48c, nothing has been done. 
There have been several sales of 
off summer yellow, aggregating 
about 600 bbis at 40@41c. Soap stoc 
has moved rather more freely with 





sales of 300 bbls reported at 14{4@1%c 
as to quality. To sum up,the market 
isin this position : if you want to buya 
line of choice oil you have to pay full 
prices, while on the other hand if you 
want to sell, you will have to make 
concession in price to induce buyers 
to take hold- unless they need the 


goods. The market closes nominally

summer yellow 42c,prime yellow4ic,off 
summer yellow 40c. Butter oil 45c, 
choice summer white 50@5ic. Soap 
stock 14%@1ce, as to quality. Tank- 
ings2c. Messrs, Hopkins, Dwight & Co 
in their weekly review of the market 
say: “The cottonseed oil market 
throughout the past week has been 
slightly variable and has fluctuated 
within a range of two cents per gal- 
lon. Sales have been made at 48c for 
prime yellow and then again at 41and 
42c, only to recover as demand de- 
veloped, even for moderate quanti- 
ties, and is now standing at 42c, at 
which sales are making, although 
some lots cannot be had at that 
price. Trading is spasmodic, but 
even at its best it does not run over 
quantities of two to three hundred 
barrels. An > order which ap- 
pears occasionally is not filled, except 
at the outside price. The business 
with the Mediterranean within the 
last ten days has amounted to 1,400 
barrels and was made up of several lots 
There is more or less demand at the’ 
close from that source, but not of a 
character to invigorate affairs. It re- 
quires from this market prime oil, 
but is not, as arule, willing to meet 
current — prices, some of the 
bids not exceeding 40c. There is a 
belief that the Mediterranean will be 
a steady, although moderate buyer of 
prime oil from this time out, as its 
stocks are known to be light, but it 
will not touch off grade yellow at this 
market, as it can put down English 


made oil at a much lower price than | 


prevailing here. However, these off 
grade oils have a special demand here 
and apart from the soap trade, the 
chief consumer usually, and mainly 
from distributors who have regular 
home demands to satisfy; they are 
closer than usual tothe price of prime 
oods. A better demand would come 
rom the olive oil countries, were it 
not for the fact that consignments 
have been made hence which are of- 
fered upon their markets at a rela- 
tively low price; by that, much orders 
are cut down to this market. The 
north of Europe prnesesy furnishes 
orders for small lots from time to 
time to work upon, as, also the South 
American markets, but altogether 
they are not of sufficient importance 
to bring about material competition 
for goods, or to place sellers in amore 
independent position over holding 
rates. There is no prospect at 
present of any radical change 
in the market, and the _ best 
that is expected is a _ contin- 
uance of the current conservative 
trading. General trade conditions, 
while slightly improved over last 
week, are not yet upon an assured ba- 
sis. Hog products have gone up in 
price, but more through the work of 
manipulation, without back of it the 
necessary denmiand for confidence, 
There are steady moderate move 
ments out to foreign markets of com- 
pound lard and probably to the ex- 
tent that could reasonably be looked 
for under the disadvantage of the hot 
weather, which is against its lon 
holding by diatributors. The usu 
large consuming interest of oil, the 
soap trade, finds tallow at present

This week’s arrivals, while moder- 
ate, have been more liberal than had 
been anticipated, showing a freer 
disposition in the country to market 
seed than had been supposed to exist. 
Inspections in—for the period under 
review—foot up 98 cars, of which 85 
grades as No.1. The gradually in- 
creasing percentage of inferior flax 
coming in tells its own story as to the 
amount and character of the remnant 
of this year’s crop yet to be marketed. 
Only a moderate outward movement 
can be noticed, actual withdrawals 
from store exhibiting a comparative 
decline. The inspector’s figures show 
14,860 bushels going out, either 
“billed through” or “not to be in- 
spected,”’ while actual inspections out 
have aggregated 31,164 bushels. A 
comparative view of the withdrawals 
of both descriptions for the past three 
weeks is afforded in the table ap- 
pended:

The only activity displayed. this 
week has been in the market for cash 
seed, futures having attracted next to 
no attention, the few bids made dem- 
onstrating a marked divergence in 
the views of buyers and sellers. No. 
1 flax opened at $111, and after sell- 
ing up to $1 11% experienced a some- 
what abrupt reaction, selling down to 
$1 07, but recovering to $108. This 
makes the week’s range decidedly 
different from that of last week, the 
fluctuations for the period under re- 
view having been between $1 07 and 
$111%, as against $1 08@116 last 
week, More or less comment has 
been aroused by the fact that flaxseed 
has weakened in face of a constant 
diminution of stocks. Reported sales 
on the floor of ’Change show a marked 
increase, particularly in seed from 
store. Some 58 cars and 20,000 bush- 
els of No. 1 have changed ownership, 
as contrasted with 27 cars one week 
ago. For lower grades there has been 
but little inquiry, most of the rejected 
seed by sample being rather damp. 
Values for this description have been 
from 98c @ $106, according to 
condition. July sold_ sparingly 
(10,000 bushels) late in the week, at 
$1 07, which, at the time of sale, was 
lc under cash. The only new crop de- 
livery mentioned was September, 
which was, generally speaking, rather 
easy. There were sales of only 10,000 
bushels reported and quotations fell 
from $111 to $107%, which prices 
were in sharp contrast to the $113@ 
$1 20 of last week, within which ——- 
there were sales of 40,000 bushels. 
To-day’s market exhibited little ma- 
terial change, and the volume of bus- 
iness transacted was small, Oash 
trading was at $1 08 for No. 1 on track 
with only six cars reported sold. 
Some M grade brought 95c. It was 
noticeable, however, that cash orders 
for car lots kept about even pace with 
the offerings. The speculative mar- 
ket was dull and quiet, the very little 
business done being confined to Sep- 
tember delivery, of which 10,000 bush- 
els were sold at $107%. For July 
flax $1 07 was bid, but there were no 
sellers at that price. 

Oil Cake.--The market is necessa- 
rily quiet and presents no new fea- 
tures, From both the continent and 
the United Kingdom there come firm 
offers, but sellers are chary of sub- 
mitting propositions owing to the un- 
certainty as to the extent August and 
September. The principal business 
to be chronicled consists of limited 
sales of meal on the basis of $23 50, 
which steadily reduces the extremely 
light stocks in sight. 

Oleo Oil.—The market at Rotterdam 
appears to have recovered its tone. 
The dullness alluded to a week ago 
marked the opening, and holders 
found it necessary to make conces- 
sions in order to induce sales. But 
with the offering of extra grades at 
66fl, churners re-entered the market, 
and under the influence of a brisk in- 
quiry values speedily recovered to 
70fi, with a small sale reported to-day 
at 71f1. Lower grades have been 
in light request, although a small 
quantity of inferior oil found pur- 
chasers at 45fl. The week’s sales are 
estimated at about 7,000 tes. To-day’s 
cable indicate a firm feeling but some 
reduction of inquiry, consumptive re- 
quirements having been, apparently, 
pretty well supplied. Exports con- 
tinue liberal, those for this week be- 
ing reported as about 4,650 tes,

The market for naval stores during 
the past week has been dull and un- 
eventful, and despite the fact that 
much easier advices were constantly 
being received from the primary 
markets, the demand was small in 
volume and insignificant ‘in detail. 
Spirits turpentine sagged during the 
period under review and at the close 
27% @28c was the highest price asked 
for regular and machine barrels 
respectively. Rosins continued dull 
and weak with the low grades in poor 
request. The principal cause to which 
this dullness is attributed is mainly 
the undesirable condition of the 
soap industry, and while it is an un- 
deniable fact that the trade 
was never in worse shape, yet circu- 
lars are being issued, by parties most 
interested, in which they claim 
that the demand is good and 
prices below normal. This bul- 
lish condition of affairs, as 
claimed, is well known to the trade, 
was based on a misconception of the

SaTuRDAy Noon, July 15, 1898. 
While the average price during the 
week under review has been some- 
what higher, the market shows no 
articular strength. In fact, the ten- 
ency inclines downward on the 
slightest bear influence, while the 
stronger etatistical situation, as 
shown by the June pipe line state- 
ment, is practically ignored. The 
market during the past week has ex- 
hibited few signs of life, and trading 
on the local exchange has been at a 
standstill, nor is there any indication 
of prospective improvement. The news 
from the producing flelds has tended to 
ut the operators on the alert for bear- 
sh developments, but thus far no wells 
of importance have been brought in 
which could be classed as market 
breakers. There are quite a number 
nearing the sand in important loca- 
tions, and as some extensions of de- 
fined territory are expected,the result 
is awaited with interest, the general 
impression being.that the last half of 
the present month will show a con- 
sidereble increase in new production. 
The usual monthly tabulated state- 
ment of the pipe lines, with elaborate 
tables for comparison, will be found 
on another page, and editorial com- 
ment thereon in the proper place. A 
synopsis of the reports of the three 
principal pipe lines is appended :

REFINED AND PRODUOTS, 


Despite the fact that this is the 
midsummer season the export de- 
mand for refined shows no signs of 
abatement, although the total re- 


quirements the past week have not 


been up to the high average of the 
past two months. This was due to 
the fact that fewer tank vessels have 
been on this side, but the inquiry for 
barreled oil has kept up steadily. 
The total engagements for the week 
foot up about 125,000 bbls. The un- 


varyingly low prices prove tempting 
to foreign buyers, who do not 
look for a decrease. The price 


of baneled oil has been steady 
at 5°156c for New York loading, 
and 6°10c for Philadelphia loading. 
Bulk oil has also been steady at 2°65c 
here, and to 2°60c at Philadelphia.

The Saponification of Mineral Oils. 


It is now known that by the action 
of sulphuric acid in conjunction with 
oxygen gas the naphthene hydro- 
carbons may be compelled to undergo 
a partial oxidation. The practical 
utilization of the products fully con- 
firms this statement; moreover the 
noxious or bituminous substances ob- 
tained have been found to be oxgen- 
ated by the results of their chemical 
—— A theory has been proposed 
which accounts for the existence of 
the solid or bituminous constituents 
in crude oil by oxidation under pres- 
sure in the interior of the earth. These 
products appear to enter into solution 
in the oil—at least to some extent. 
The presnnce of natural oxidation 
products in mineral oils, according to 
@ recent statement by R. Haack, in- 
creases the tendency of the oils to ox- 
idize when treated with sulphuric 
acid and oxygen. From this hede- 
duces that in working fractions it is 
best to deal with those fractions that 
are obtained by treating the napth- 
tha residue with superheated steam. 
Taking the mixed fractions which 
have a specific gravity of about 0°900 
and heating them with sulphuric acid 
and manganese dioxide, which air is 
forced through under pressure, there 
will, he says, result a product of 
which when purified by distillation 
with water in vacuo, 60°80 per cent. is 
directly saponifiable with alkalies. 
The product thus exposed to air loses 
to a considerable extent its property 
of saponification ; increase of tempe- 
rature also brings about changes in 
the oils and causes them to separate 
from combination. Haack asserts 
that a soap made by observing pro- 
per precautions from mineral oil will

ADULTERANTS OF LINSEED OIL AND OF 


The chief adulterants are cottonseed 
oil, rosin oil and linoleic acid. 
been shown by Livache that cotton- 
seed, which is to some extent a dry- 
ing oil, can aet as such when mixed 
with linseed, but that when added to 
olive oil, it behaves as a non-drying 
In fact, its behavior is anoma- 
lous, and of such a character that it 
greatly facilitates its extensive use as 





85 





an adulterating material for the more 
expensive oils. In my own experi- 
ence, a linseed oil of high rerute has 
been found to contain a considerable 
quantity of what appears to be cot- 
tonseed oil, although sold as linseed, 
and this has been covuverted into dry- 
ing oil; but had pure linseed oil been 
operated upon by the same process, 
the resulting product would have 
possessed much more satisfactory 
properties. I have likewise had sam- 
ples of linseed oil adulterated with 
rosin oil, a deleterious adulterant, 
but one which may be more read- 
ily detected than cottonseed oil. 
Rosin is added to boiled oil 
to hasten its drying; this also 
is an injurious substance. Of 
late years glycerine has become 
an article of greuter value than form- 
erly, and this may account for the 
manufacture of linoleic acid and its 
use as an adulterant of oleic acid, as 
shown by M. Ferdinand Jean; and as 
an adulterant of linseed oil, as the 
analyses of Prof. Wefer Bettink indi- 
cate. The latter case is very instruc- 
tive. A sample of linseed oil was 
found to conform to the standard of 
purity at present laid down, but it 
turned outto be perfectly useless for 
painting purposes, as when mixed 
with white lead the paint became brit- 
tle in afew hours. There was found 
to be free linoleic acid to the amount 
of 34 per cent. present in the oil which 
must have been wilfully added. 

Lastly, it may be mentioned that 
certain samples of ‘‘pale boiled oil’ 
have been found to contain what is 
ee araw oil mixed with dry- 
ers, Although such oils will dry, 
their efficiency 1s nothing like so 
great as that of the oil “‘boiled”’ with 
a blast of air at a suitable tempera- 
ture, and, moreover, such oils are de- 
ficient in body. 


ON THE BLEACHING OF OILS, 


In treating of the bleaehing of veg- 
etable oils, it is necessary to consider 
the nature of the coloring matters 
contained naturally in such oils. These 
consist of a mixture of varying pro- 
—— of the coloring matters 

nown to exist in the leaves of plants, 
but which, in the case of oils, are de- 
rived from the fruit, such as olives, 
or seed, such as linseed, from which 
the oils are expressed. There can be 
no doubt that these substances are 
closely allied in chemical constitution ; 
they all possess an intensely powerful 
coloring propetty, by which I mean, 
that though the colorof some of them 
may not be dark, yet a very minute 
weight is capable of imparting a tint 
to a very large quantity of material. 

The names of these substances are: 

Xanthophyll—yellow. 

Yellow chlorophyli—yellow. 

Blue chlorophyll—blue. 

Erythrophyll—red. 

In some oils only the xanthrophyll 
and — chlorophyll are present; 
in others, such as olive oil, the yellow 
and blue chlorophylls occur, and 
cv the liquid a green tint, while in 

nseed, erythrophyll is always pres- 
ent with more or less of the yellow 
and blue chlorophylls, and some xan- 
thophyll. According to the different 
proportions of these coloring mattefs 
the oil varies in color. For instance, 
linseed oil, when brown, contains a 
mixture of erythrophyll with yellow 
and blue chlorophylls; when greenish 
brown, the yellow and blue chloro- 
phylls are present in somewhat larger 
proportion, but mixed with erythro- 
pay: while. generally speaking, a 

right yellow or — ellow oil con- 
tains xanthophylis only. These sub- 
stances appear to be combined with 
the oils, or to be substances of a fatty 
nature. They are neither dissolved 


nor acted upon by water, nor by 
acids diluted with water, when nat- 
urally contained in the oils. They 
are freely soluble in alcohol, and an 
alcoholic solution is not only sus- 
ceptible of being destroyed by the 
joint action of air and water, but by 
very dilute aqueous solutions of min- 
eral acids, and by acetic acid. In 
aqueous and alcoholic solutions, light 
speedily modifies the blue, and 
eventually destroys all these colors. 
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A solution in turpentine of the iso- | 
lated coloring matters is also easily 
destroyed. But, on the other hand, | 
a solution of the colors in melted par- , 
affine wax is comparatively stable. 

Zine hydroxide, copper hydroxide, 
baryta, potash, and soda easily com- 
bine to form metallic salts with blue 
chlorophyll, less readily. though 
readily enough with yellow chloro- 
phyll, but far less a with zan- 
thophyll and erythrophyll. The fol- 
lowing facts will serve to show that 
this is the case. When a solution of 
the coloring matters contained in 
green leaves is made by extracting | 

, but freshly gathered leaves with 
absolute alcohol. an addition of a sat- 
urated solution of baryta water, add- 
ed to the intensely green extract, pre 
cipitated at first the compound of 
blue chlorophyll with baryta, then a 
further addition precipitates the yel- 
low chlorophyll, also as a baryta salt; 
but zanthophyll and erythrophyll 
eithe” remain in solution, or require 
a much larger addition of the base in 
order to be precipitated, A crystal 
line compound of blue or gee 
with soda has been obtained by Guig- 
net, which is comparatively stable. 
This substance is, no doubt, formed 
in green vegetables when they are 
boiled in water to which some carbon- 
ate of soda has been added, to main- 
tain their fresh appearance. The ad- 
dition of a small trace of —— sul- 
phate to peas and to pickles forms a 
very permanent copper compound 
with the coloring natter, which gives 
an attractive appearance to these 
articles. Such being an outline of the 
chief chemical properties of the nat- 
ural coloring matters contained in 
oils, the facts mentioned will serve to 
render the processes for removing the 
color from oils more intelligible than 
they otherwise would be. 

Vegetable olls are decolorized, 
either partially or ecuapneents by the 
application of one of the following 
agents, or chemical processes: 

1. By the action of ligut, or by the 
joint action of light and air. 

2, By acids. 

8. By saponification. 

4. 7 the action of chlorine. 

1. By exposing raw linseed oil to 
the action of sunlight, it slowly be- 
comes pale in color, and finally col- 
orless. It is in the highest degree 
ee that as oxygen is absorbed 

the oil and acids, substances are 
thereby produced, that these acids 
effect the destruction of the coloring 
matters. In such wise castor oil is 


bleacbed. 
2. By treating linseed oil with mod- 
























erately strong sulphuric acid, as in 
the process of refining the oil, first 
proposed by Thenard Ae the oiland 
sulphuric acid are of very different 
Te gravities, it is essential that 
they be very rapidly and thoroughly 
mixed by violent agitation. The im- 
purities, such as mucilage and albu- 
menous matters are thus deprived of 
water, and more or less charred, and 
along with them, the coloring matters 
are destroyed by the acid. Itises 

sential for the success of the process 
that the oil and the acid be not long 
in contact without undergoing dilu- 
tion, otherwise the oil itself may be- 
come charred. It is, however, possi 

ble to obtain oil by this process ina 
fairly colorless condition, after it has 
been thoroughly washed with water 
and allowed to settle. 


8. Both rape oil and cotton oil may 
be rendered of a pale yellow, and even 
almost colorless, by a process of par- 
tial saponification with caustic alkali 
of a suitable strength. The coloring 
matters are saponified, and the re- 
sulting soap is of a dark yellow or 
brown color, from the colcring matter 
anne combined with the alkali. 

4. the action of chlorine pro- 
duced in contact with the oil when, for 
instance, an aqueous solution of 
bleaching powder is acidified with 
a cheap mineral acid, such as 
dilute sulphuric. In this case rapid 
oe and violent agitation are es- 
sential to the success of the process, 
otherwise chlorinised products are re- 
tained in the oil, which not only con- 
fer upon it a distinct flavor and odor, 
but also cause the oil to solidify with 
a very moderate lowering of the nor- 
mal temperature. It is very ques- 
tionable whether drying oils can, with 
eevee, be submitted to such treat- 
ment. 

5. A variety of methods may be 
merely mentioned, such as treatment 
with sulphurous acid, with ferrous 
on een (green vitriol), and potassium 
dichromate and su!phuric acid. L. E. 
Ande’s “‘Oel und Buchdruk Farben.” 

6. Lastly, there is a method of

ON A NEW PROOESS FOR THE PREPARATION 
OF DRYING OILS OF A PALE COLOR, 


Having thus far dealt in outline 
with the chemistry of drying oils, I 
propose to give a short account of 
certain improvements in the process 
of oil boiling, which are founded up- 
on @ rational basis, and designed with 
the object of producing a drying oil 
absolutely free from lead, and, as 


compared with ordinary oils, ab- 
solutely free from color. 

The operations have been carried 
out, on a manufacturing scale, by Mr. 
Blenkinsop and myself, and there is 
no doubt, therefore, of the practica- 
bility of the process. 

The process, as carried out by us, 
consists in, first, refining the oil, by 
the removal therefrom of water and 
mucilage ; second, boiling and bleach- 
ing the oil at one operation. 

t is a fact that water and mucilage 
can be removed from linseed oil by 
the action of certain dehydrating sub- 
stances and solutions of metallic salts 
as, for instance, by alum, by strong 
sulphuric acid—as in Tbenard’s pro- 
cess—and also as Wagner has pro- 
posed, by a solution of zine chloride; 

There are certain objections to each 
of these methods, which are of a prac- 
tical nature: Thus, in treating the oil 
with strong sulphuric acid, there is 
too frequently a charring of some- 
thing, either the oil itself, or of some 
impurity therein, and this charring, 
though it may be very slight, has the 
effect of giving a slight brownish 
tinge to the oil, which cannot be com- 


pletely removed by the bleaching ' 
process to which the natural ae | 
t 


matters in the oil are amenable. 

is quite true that this brown color 
separates sometimes, but it is only 
after storage for a long period, when 
a finely divided flocculent matter 
separates by subsidence. Treatment 
with zine chloride is satisfactory but 
expensive. Perfectly pure manga 
nese sulphate, which is a neutral salt, 
has been used by usin very stron 
solution, and we should employ suc 
a material where there is an objection 
to using an acid. For ordinary pur- 
poses we have found that perfectly 
satisfactory results are obtained b 
the use of a dilute sulphuric acid, 
containing about 30 per cent. of 
H,S0O,, since, though it possesses the 
power of withdraw ng water from the 
oil, it may remain in contact there- 
with, without causing any charring, 
and at the same time it causes the 
precipitation in a complete and rapid 
manner of all the mucilage. A puri- 
fled linseed oil is thus produced which 
is bright, clear and slightly yellowish 
in color, though somewhat paler than 
the ordinary oil. It is important that 
the strength of the oil should not ex- 
ceed that degree of concentration 
which is sufficient for the purpose for 
which itisintended. The oil having 
been so treated, and the impurities 
separated by subsidence or other- 
wise, it is next submitted to the 
bleaching and oxidizing treatment. 
It is well known that O. Binks 
bleached oils and boiled linseed with 
oxides of manganese dissolved in the 
oil, but itis also apparent, from the 
specifications which he filed, that 
some difficulty was experienced in 
carefully regulating the quantity of 
the manganese compounds which 
were to be introduced into the oil. 
For instance, he precipitated man- 
ganous hydroxide in contact with oil 


and added the mixture to the bulk of 
the material,and he also modified the 
treatment by dissolving manganous 
hydroxide in ammonia, and added 


.the solution to the oil. 


In our process we prepare manga- 
nese linoleate, and dissolve this ina 
hydrocarbon. and add a sufficient 
quantity of the solution to the oil, 
whereby it dissolves easily, and com- 
pletely mixes therewith. By this 
treatment, the coloring matter of the 
oil forms a compound with the man- 
ganese which, while it remains in so- 
lution, is very speedily oxidizedin 
contact with air, especially when a 
current of air of oxygen is blown 
through. The oxidation destroys the 
coloring matter, and the manganese 
compound is deoxidized, subsequent- 
ly it undergoes oxidation again, and 
the products of such oxidation taking 
place in the oil are acrolein, formic 
and acetic acids. After, or concur- 
rently with the oxidation of the col- 
oring matters, the oil is oxidized,and, 
ata suitable temperature, below 1°32° 
C., the oil is bleached, increased in 
density, and converted into a pale 
drying oil. By limiting the amount 
of the manganese linoleate to that 
which {1s capable of just oxidizing the 
coloring matters,oils may be bleached 
with very little further oxida’ion. 

Excellent drying oils have been pro- 
duced by this process, of a very pale 
color, samples of which are exhibited. 
The oll has been used for decor itive 
house painting, for both indoor and 
outdoor work,on wood and on metal. It 
has also been used as acoating foriron 
work, without the addition of a pig- 
ment. The plant used in its produc- 
tion is the same as that employed in 
oil boiling by the usual processes, 
when a blast of air is used 

In order to show the advantage of 
using an ollof this description over 
that of ordinary boiled oil, it is nec- 
essary to point out the defects in 
usuul makes of drying oils used by 
painters generally. 

1. Zine white, mixed with ordinary 
boiled oil, darkens, 

2. Patent non-poisonous white lead, 
painted with ordinary boi'ed oil, 
darkens. 

3. Paints made with lead sulphate 
and ordinary boiled oil, darkens. 

4, All delicate colors are darkened 
if mixed with ordinary boiled oil. 

The advantages of a pale boiled oil, 
containing no lead, are the following: 

1, Zinc white retains its pure white 
color. 

2. Delicate tints, and colors con- 
taining sulphides, are not darkened 
in course of time. 

It may be suggested that for in- 
door decoration, for the painting of 
ships, railway carriages, railway sem- 
aphores, signs, and stations, such oil 
is free from liability to alter the 
color with which it is mixed owing 
to its freedom from lead, which is 
darkened by traces of sulphuretted 
hydrogen in the air, to which such 
paints are exposed, 

Gasometers in gas works may be 
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painted an unalterable white with 
such oil and zine white. But in this 
case also the zinc white must be free 
from lead carbonate or oxide.

Muter’s Method for the Analysis of 
Fats and Vils. 


BY NATHANIEL J. LANE, 


In the Analyst Muter published a 
method of a fats and oils, 
which consists in determining the 
percentage of fluid acids and their 
iodine absorption. 

The method is as follows: 

It is first necessary to describe 
“Muter’s Olein Tube.” This is es- 
sentially a burette with a bulb at the 
top, and provided with a well ground 
stopper. The graduated part is of 
such a width as to show distinctly 
one cc, in the graduations, and it has 
astop cock at a height of fifty cc. 
from the bottom. The graduations 
commence at forty cc. from the lower 
end, and continue up to 260 oc., end- 
ing just below the bulb. The tube 
can be fastened in an ordinary clamp, 
and may bearranged in a water jacket 
in warm weather, 

THE PROCESS. 


Weigh off about three grams of the 
oil or fat in a tared flask; an Erlen- 
meyer of about 200 cc. capacity is 
convenient. Tothis add fifty cc. al- 
cohol and a fragment of solid potas- 
sium hydrate sufficiently large to sa- 
ponify the fat. Close the mouth of 
the flask with a cork carrying a long 
tube drawn to a point, and heatona 
water bath until completely saponi- 
fied; add a drop of phenolphthaleip 
and then acetic acid to faintly acid 
reaction and drop iu alcoholic potash 
until the very slightest pink tinge is 
restored. Two hundred cc. of boiling 
distilled water are placed in a 500 cc. 
basin, 30 cc. of a ten per cent. solu- 
tion of lead acetate are added and the 
whole boiled. Into this the soap so 
lution is slowly poured, with.constant 
stirring, and the whole allowed to 
cool slowly, stirring well so asto 
cause the precipitate to agglomerate, 
and the clear liquor is poured off. 
Boiling water is poured on and the 
precipitate washed by decantation, 
working rapidly. When the ee 
is complete, the precipitate is scrape 
from the basin into a stoppered bot- 
tle, and eighty cc. of redistilled 
ether* having been poured on it, the 
remaining particles of the precipitate 
are washed from the basin into the 
bottle with ether, and the bulk of 
ether in the bottle is made up to 120 
c.c. The bottle is securely closed and 

*Since reading this paper, I have noticed 
an article in the Analyst of December, 1892 
by Otto Hehner on the separation of solid 
and liquid acids, in which he says that the 
accurate separation of the above acids by so- 
lution in ether is impossible, owing to the 
solubility of lead stearate in ether., but as 
he extracted in a Soxhlet, the ether was, of 
course more or less warm and [| have found 
that the hot ethereal solution invariably 
holds up lead salts of solid acids, which are 
deposited on cooling. 


allowed to stand (with occasional 
shaking), for twelve hours, during 
which time the lead oleate will entire- 
ly dissolve. A funnel with a ground 
edge is arranged over the ‘“‘olein 
tube,” a filter is placed therein and 
the contents of the bottle having been 
filtered into the tube, the insoluble 
lead stearate, etc., remaining on the | 
filter, is washed with ether until the 
washings pass free from lead. This 
will usually be attained by the use of 
100 c.c, of ether; during the filtration 
and w ishing the funnel must be kept 
covered by a ground glass plate. The 
funnel having been removed, dilute 
hydrochloric acid is pou:red into the 
tube up to the first mark (thus usin 
about 40 c.c. of acid, one in four) an 
the tube oars been closed by the 
stopper and taken from the clamp, is 
thoroughly shaken until the decom- 
position is complete, which is indi- 
cated by the ethereal solution clearing 
up. The tube is returned to the 
clamp, the liquids allowed to separate, 
and the aqueous layer is run off by 
the bottom pinch cock. Water is 
then poured in up to the same mark, 
the whole is again shaken and sep. 
arated as before, and this is repeated 
until the washings are drawn off 
free from acidity. Water is then once 
more run in until the ether is forced 
- to the zero mark, and ether added 
(if necessary) so asto bring its upper 
layer to a definite point (say 200 cc.) 
and the total volume is read off an 
noted. Fifty cc. of the ethereal solu- 
tion of the fluid acids are run into an 
Erlenmeyer flask. and the flask hav- 
ing been attached to a condenser, the 
ether is distilled off by a bath of warm 
water until only a little remains. It 
is important that the whole of the 
ether should not be distilled off, so 
as to avoid contact of the acids with 
the air. Fifty cc. of pure alcohol (or 
methylated spirit that has been rec 
tifled over potassium hydrate) are 
added to this residue, and the solu- 
tion is titrated with decinormal soda, 
using phenolphthalein as indicator. 
Each ¢c.c. of soda used represents 
0'0282 of oleil acid, and the amount 
found is calculated up to the total 
bulk of the etheral solution, s0 as to 
obtain the total liquid ‘acids in the 
weight of fat started with. 

Run off as many c.c. as will contain 
0°56 gram of oleic acid (or as nearly 
that quantity as can be conveniently 
measured by the instrument, of course 
carefully noting the amount taken) 
into a stoppered bottle, of at least 350 
c.c capacity the ether distilled off in 
a current of carbonic acid, which has 
been passed through a solution of 
sodium bicarbonate and dried over 
calcium chloride,and when every trace 
of ether nas been expelied, 50 c.c. of 
Hubl’s solution are added, set aside 
in a perfectly dark place, witha blank 
and after twelve hours titrated as 
usual, 

While the results obtained by this 
process were unexceptionable, it was 


too tedious for factory work ; therefore 
experiments were made to shorten it, 
which resulted in the following modi- 
fication: Precipitate the lead soaps 
in a 600 c.c. Erlenmeyer flask, in place 
of a basin, cool under running water, 
giving the flask a circular motion, 
which causes the precipitate to adhere 
to the sides; when the flask is perfect 
ly cold wash by decantation, using 
hot water, and rinse once with alco- 
hol, then add 120 cc. of ether (redis- 
tilled) attach a reflex condenser and 
boil on a water bath until all the 
lead oleate is dissolved and the in- 
soluble portion is a fine powder. 
Then cool thoroughly; this is very 
important, as some of the lead com- 
pounds are soluble in hot ether, but 
not in cold. The object of boiling 
the lead soaps with ether is to shorten 
the filtration, for when trated as 
Muter directs, the filtration takes 
six to eight hours, while boiling re- 
duce the time from twenty-five to 
fifty minutes. The balance of the 
process {s exactly as Muter directs.

There is practically nothing doing, 
Prices for the coming season have 
not yet been fixed, and the values for 
spot delivery still remain at 5d to5\%d 
per gallon, according to quality. 

here is rather more inquiry for lub- 
ricating oils in general, and in par- 
ticular 865° oil is in good demand. 
Quotations at present range from 43 
108 to £6 10s, according to quality. 
There is no business being transacted 
in wax, svale, or candles, The sum- 
mer season accounts for that. The 
candle makers are engaged stockin 
for winter use. Prices are unaltered. 
Sulphate of ammonia has improved 
considerably in value during the 
month, as much as £13 per ton hav- 
ing been paid for that article for spot 
delivery. For forward delivery £12 
2s 6d per ton may be named, with an 
all-round firmness in the market, On 
the other hand, naphtha, unfortuna- 
tely, continues to be a drug on the 
market, and as low as 3%d per gallon 
has been taken for prompt delivery.— 
Oil Trade Review.

Throughout the week this market 
has presented very dull features, and 
current trading represents only the 
momentary wants of consumers, 
Speculative interest is entirely dor- 
mant and there is no apparent effort 
being made in any quarter to stim- 
ulate activity.

myrna correspondent makes the 
following observation as to the oute 
look for the coming crop: “Nothing 
of the new crop has as yet appeared 
in the market, owing to the lateness 
of the season. The crop is now being 
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collected in the lower districts, and 
harvesting will shortly also com- 
mence in the pepper. A little rain has 
fallen, but it has come too late to 
benefit the late sowings, and weare 
still of the same opinion that the total 
crop will not exceed 3,000 cases. Some 
think that the whole outturn will not 
be over 2,500 cases.”’

Wood Alcohol._—We find no change 
in this market. Trade is quiet but 
prices are firm. The quotations 
named last week are still in force 
viz: For 95% $1 40, for 97% $145 and 
for the best grades $1 50@1 60, ac- 
cording to quantity. 

Borax.—Stocks in dealers’ hands 
are a being reduced and this 
fact has stimulated the distribution 
by primary holders. Orders have 
been more numerous this week than 
has been the case of late and prices 
are firmly maintained at the follow- 
ing range: California refined 8@8c 
city refined 84%@8e, concentrated 
74%4@8c and powdered 8@8c. 

Carbolic Acid.—The market shows 
no improvement, either as to the 
volume of current business or the 
tone of business. Only a moderate 
inquiry is being experienced and sales 
are proceeding at cammenans figures. 
The increasing rumors of the reap- 
pearance of cholera in Europe is a 
topic of some interest in connection 
with this article, as holders would see 
their property enhance upon the 
spread of the disease.

East India Opium at the London Drug 


Sales. 


In our trade report we refer to the 
inclusion in this week’s drug auctions 
of a parcel of 20 cases of East India 
opium, the first consignment of that 
variety of the drug which has ever (or 
at any rate within the memory of the 
present generation of the drugists) 
been offered ata London drug sale. 
The causes that led to the placing in 
auction of this particular parcel are 
sufficiently singular to deserve a place 
in the chronicles of the drug trade, 
and we therefore propose to refer to 
them briefly. These 20 cases (if our 
information concerning their history 
is correct) formed part of a shipment 
of 684 cases forwarded in March last 
from Calcutta to China, where almost 
the entire production of Indian opium 
tinds an outlet, The steamer Niemen, 
in which the opium was shipped, 
founded off the coast of Ceylon, but 
after having spent some time under 
the water the greater part (nearly 600 
cases) of the opium consignment was 
recovered and brought ashore off 


Galle. The entire parcel has been in- 
sured for £60,000, or at the rate of 
about 11s per tb, which is probabl 
quite as much as the drug was wort 
at that time of shipment. The under- 
writers into whose possession the 
salvage passed, sent 40 cases to Hon 
Kong, where, we are told, they real. 
ized about 5s 6d per fb, or half their 
insured value. Meanwhile, the opium 
markets in Turkey and England had 
risen very considerably, and the un- 
derwriters thereupon decided to 
whether London would: not afford 
them a more favorable opportunity 
for disposing of their wares than 
Hong Kong. They therefore sent 
over atrial shipment of 50 cases. of 
which a portion was tentatively offer- 
ed at this week’s auctions, the re- 
maining 520, or thereabouts, being 
meanwhile warehoused in Ceylon, (so 
the story goee), to be dumped down 
upon the British market if the omens 
should be favorable. 


It is but natural that the principal 
London operators in opium, who are 
mostly believed to be strongly upon 
the “‘buil” side of the market, and 
whose anticipations of a further ad- 
vance in price, in consequence of the 
threatened shortness of the crop, 
seem to be ina fair way towards re- 
slization, are not at all pleased with 
the prospect of the introduction of 
such a ee factor in their cal- 
culations as would be created by the 
placing upon the market of some 500 
to 600 cases of Patna opium, possibly 
for sale ‘without reserve.”’ On the 
other hand, this East India opium is 
notoriously of a very low morphia 
a and, in fact, counts for 

ittle more than half of the same bulk 
of good Turkish manufacturing opium 
so far as its intrinsic value is concern- 
ed. Apart from this, morphia mar 

kets have never been in the habit of 
using it, and would therefore be chary 
of paying anything like the full alka- 
loidal value fora drug which might 
coat as much, or more, in working ex- 
penses as the varieties they are ac 

customed to handle, while yielding 
little more than haif the return. 

There are prubably not many among 
the druggists who inspected the 
heavy balls of this dark brown treacly 
opium at the brokers’ showroom to 
whom this variety was at all familiar. 
The balls are very damp, and are 
wrapped in layers of poppy leaves and 
chopped staiks about % inch in thick-

ness, and constituting, perhaps, 6 to 
7 per cent. of the total weight, Each 
case of the drug contains forty balls 
weighing a little over 4 Ibs each, and 
declared to test 63 per cent. of mor- 
phia. This test is rather above the 
average of Patna opium, which does 
not generally exceed 6 per cent. in 
morphia yield. The moistness of the 
sample shown in Mincing Lane was 
generally attriouted to the circum- 
stance that the drug had been dam- 
age by water, though the appearance 
of the leat covering the cakes was 
scarcely consistent with that view. It 
appears more likely that the moisture 
is simply due to the difference in the 
manufacture of the Indian as com- 
pared with the Turkish drug, and is 
the normal condition of Indian Gov- 
ernment opium, in which, as it is only 
intended for smoking, no high mor- 
phia percentage is needed. 

It may be that in the far future In- 
dian opium will become a recognized 
article of trade in this country, and if 
the Indian Government should see fit 
to introduce improvements in its 
mode of manufacture, as Mr. E. 
Holmes and others have advocated, 
there seems to be no reason why in 
course of time it should not compete 
upon our markets with the Turkish 
and Persian drug. It is by no means 
certain yet whether the low percent- 
age of morphiain the Indian opium 
is the result of want of care in the col- 
lection, or of a natural deficiency in 
the juice of the Indian poppy; but 
there are indications that the former 
is the case, for, as Fluckiger has ob- 
served, narcotine, which is much less 
easily decomposed than morphine, is 
often found in East Indian opium in 
abnormal proportions as compared 
with the latter alkaloid—a fact from 
which it has been argued that part of 
the morphine is destroyed in certain 
stages of the manufacturing process, 
—Chemist and Druggist.

The week has been a very quiet one 
in the market for dyes and dyestuffs. 
In nearly all lines trading has been 
confined to sales of jobbing or even 
retail quantities, no one seeming to 
care to exceed actual requirements 
when in the market to make pur- 
chases, In the absence of important 
business or features of a speculative 
character, prices are more or less 
nominal, but on the other hand no 
important changes have occurred in 
the week. The outlook is not favor- 
able for an early renewal of activity 
and until the fall trade sets in wemay 
expect a quiet market, 

Albumen.—There has been no 
change in the market since the date 
of our last writing. For blood there 
is a moderate demand, which is sup- 
plied at 17@18c. Egg is steadily held 
at 60@65c for prime, as to quantity 
and seller, and meets with a fair job- 
bing demand. 

Alizarine.—There has been no im- 
ea in the demand, business 

eing wholly confined to transactions 
in small jobbing lots. Prices, how- 
ever, are without change and may be 
called steady. We continue to quote 
17@18c, according to quantity and 
quality. 

Anitines.—No new features are pre- 
sented. As for some time past the 
demand is of a retail character, only 
enough of any color being taken, to 
supply the present needs of consump- 
tion. There have been no quotable 
changes in prices, and in a general 
way the market may be said to be 
firm as any further concessions on 
the part of sellers would wipe out 
their already meagre profits. The 
same conditions rule for these oils 
and apart from a few small orders 
nothing noteworthy has transpired. 
Prices rule as last quoted. 

Bichromate of Potash. —The de- 
mand has been moderate and wholly 
of ajobbing nature. The market re- 
mains steady at 104%@10%c for either 
domestic or foreign according to 
quantity wanted. 

Cutch.—The market for this article 
does not improve the demand show- 
ing considerable caution in the face 
of very liberal spot supplies, and ap- 
parently there is no outlet at this 
time for other than small jobbing 
lots for present emergencies. For 
8 M, 4%@b5c is demanded as to quan- 
tity. A concession from the inside 
price can be obtained upon parcels to 
arrive and forward shipment. M. M. 
slabs are nominally held at 9@10c. 

Divi Divi.—There is no improve- 
ment in the demand, and consequent- 
ly but little business has been trans- 
acted, Prices are now ruling on the 
basis of $45@55 as to quantity and 
quality. There are some inferior 
brands to be had at a lower figure 
than the above, but they attract no 
immediate attention. 

Dyewood.—There continues to be a 
=~ demand for logwood, but as the 

urers’ and sellers’ views are some- 
what at variance and importers are 
not willing to grant any concessions 
to effect sales, business is largely re- 
stricted. Sales aggregating about 
2,000 tons Port de Paix are reported 
forforward delivery on the basis of 
Logwood chips are exceedingly 
scarce and this fact has tended great- 
ly to strengthen the market for ex- 
tracts, and for this reason the market 
for these chips is quoted firmly at 8c 
for bulk. 

Gambier.— This article is offered 
freely, but holders find it exceedingly 
difficult to place their goods among 
consumers or the trade. A lot of 50 
tons was offered on the market dur- 
ing the week and a bid for 4c was so- 
licited, but' notwithstanding this ex- 
ceptionally low price, the offer was 
refused and the goods were placed 
instore. The difficulty in securing 
bids lies in the fact that about 30,000 
bales more have been delivered to 
consumers during the past six months 
than in former corresponding periods 
and as a natural consequence most 
consumers are overstocked and no 
longer figure in the market as pur- 
chasers. Dealers generally con- 
cur in stating that there is no 
present prospect of a _ renewal 
of activity and that the mar- 
ket will remain in its present dull con- 
dition until the fall trade commences. 
Steamer goods in store can be pur- 
chased at 4 10@4 15c, and sail stock 
4 20@4c, ough for small lots up to 
4%@4%c is asked. To arrive per 
next sailing vessel no open quotation 
is named, importers prefering to take 










the chances of the market, rather 
than to accept current values. For- 
ward shipments can probably be pur- 
chased at 4c, the last sales reported 
being at this figure. 

Indigo.—The result of the regular 
sale in London is as follows ine 
Bengal and Tirhoot principally with- 
drawn ; consuming Bengals and Tir- 
hoots par to 2d higher; good to fine 
Oudes par to 3d higher; low to middl- 
ing Oudes par to 2d higher, Oablere- 
ports of the growing crops are con- 
sidered unfavorable. The inactivity 
that has reigned here during the past 
month has been attributed to the feel- 
ing that the above sales would show 
a decline, but the satisfactory prices 
reached has increased the confidence 
of the buyer, and in consequence a 
better demand is expected to prevail. 

Nutgalis.—Blue Aleppo galls are 
selling to a moderate extent in a job- 
bing way and values may be quoted 
steady for all varieties. Prime Aleppo 
are holding at 14@14%c, while China 
galls are steadily maintained at 13@ 
13%c, as to quantity and quality.

Recent Researches = Linseed-Oil Var- 
nish. 

Experts will usually claim to be 
able to distinguish linseed oil from 
linseed oil varnish at sight. The 
task becomes more difficult, however, 
when mixtures of these substances 
have to be dealt with. To distinguish 
@ poor oil from one containing twenty- 
five per cent, of varnish, the follow- 
ing plan was recommended a short 
time ago by Finkener :—A twenty per 


cent. solution of ammonia is pre= 
pared. Another test solution is made 
containg 100 grams of lead acetate, 
and 32 grams of glycerol in 120 c.c. of 
water. The method of operation is 
performed thus:—1 c.c. of the am- 
monia solution is mixed with 5 c.c. of 
the lead solution, 12 c.c. of the sus- 
pected oil is added, and the whole is 
vigorously shaken together and then 
heated for three minutes at 100° cent- 
igrade. On eee if the sample 
be pure linseed oil, it will form two 
lays, the lower one clear as water, 
while. ifthe sample contain varnish, 
it will set to a soft viscous mass. 
Bleached linseed oil varnish ma 

sometimes be mistaken for linseed oil 
incolor behavior, but it is really a 
pale yellow, and in its reactions with 
the above agents it behaves just like 
the ordinary linseed oil varnish. With 
the usual solvents and saponifyin 

agents it is a matter of some diffi. 
culty to differentiate the one from the 
other. It is sometimes useful to 
know the state of oxidation of a lin- 
seed oil varnish, and for this object 
the following test which has recentl 

been proposed by W. Fahriom, will 


\be found sufficient :—It is based upon 


the fact.first noticed by Fahriom,that 
the unsaturated fatty acids on oxida- 
tion yield compounds which are in- 
soluble in light petroleum, and may 
in this manner be separated from the 
saturated fatty acids or their oxy- 
products, The examination is carried 
out thus :—About 8 to 6 grams of the 
varnish is weighed out and saponified 
by means of 15 to 25 c.c. of an 8 per 
cent. alcoholic. potash. After the 
spirit has been completely expelled, 
the soap is dissolved in 50 to 70 c.c, of 
hot water, and then transferred to a 
half-liter separating funnel. After 
decomposing the soap by means of 
hydrochloric acid and subsequent 
ae the whole is shaken with 100 
c.c, of light petroleum and allowed to 
remain for about an hour. The 
aqueous liquid is now completely 
drawn off, and if -— oxy-acids are 
present they will be found adhering 
to the sides of the funnel. The clear 
petroleum layer is next drawn off,and 
after washing two or three times with 
light petroleum, the oxy-acids are 
dissolved in a little hot alcohol and 
tranferred to a tarred dish. After ex- 
pelling the alcohol the residue is fin- 
ally dried for an hour at 100-105° cent- 

rade. The amount of oxy-acids 
ound by Fahriom in various sam- 
ples of linseed oil varnish varied from 
0°6 to 31°6 per cent.
